Steadily Growing In State.

RICHMOND, Va.', March 19 —An 


appeal to Virginians to register as to 
color under provisions of the "racial 
integrity" law, enacted at the rerent 
session ot the general assembly -was 
published today by Dr W. A. Flecker, 
director of the State Bureau of Vital 
Statistics. 
Registration is 
wptional, although 


the measure 
when first introduced 


made it compulsory. *The law further 
prohibits intermarriage of whites and 
blacks and defines as a white person 
one who has *none other than cau- 
cassian blood, except that one sixty- 
fourth American Indian blood maybe 
had 
, 
"The bill aims at correcting a con- 


dition which only the-more thoughtful 
people of Virginia know exist," Dr. 
Flecker stated. "It is estimated there 
Is in the State from 10.000 to 20,000, 
possibly more, near-white people, who 
are known to possess an intermixture 
of colored blood, in some cases to a 
slight extent, it is true but still enough 
to prevent them from being white. 
"In' the past it hag been possible 


for these people to declare themselves 
white or even have the court to de- 
clare them. Then they have demand- 
ed admittance of their children to 
white schools and in not a. few eases 
have intermarried with white people. 
In many counties they exist in dis- 
tinct 
colonies, 
holding 
themselves 


aloof from negroes but not being ad- 
mitted by white people as of their 
race"The Virginia Bureau of Vital Sta- 
tistics has been called upon for evi- 
dence by two lawyers within the last 
month who were employed to assist 
people of this type to force their chil- 
dren into the white public schools and 
by another employed by the sclftol 
truste;* to prevent this action 
In 
ieaeh-cssererldence wae-found to ^i»ow 
that either the people themselves or 
their conections were reported to our 
office to be of mixed blood.

R. B. Rodgers Wfll 
Open Amusement 


Park First of May 


The citizens of Danville have a real 
treat in store for then in the splendid 
amusement "park and swimming; pool 
that R. B. Rodgers expects to have 
ready-to-open to the public about the 
first of. May...-. For several months. 
Mr. Rodgers • has kept a- large force 
of men busy on this development, and 
it is now 
nearing 
completion. 
Of 


course, there is much.grading and fin- 
ishing- up to be done yet. but when 
finishing- touches have been applied 
it will be one of the best amuse- 
ment parks to be found anywhere in 
a city of the size of Danville. 


The swimming pool itself is a gigan- 


tic undertaking, and will be one of the 
boat arranged and equipped- in the 
south. It is 100 feet wide by 300 feet 
long, and is one foot deep at the upper 
end, 
with a gradual 'decline towards 
the lower end, where'the water will 
be thirteen feet dees 
The concrete 
walls of this pool are two feet thick, 
and are equipped with handrails at 
points about ten feet apart. The bot- 
tom of the pool is constructed of con- 
crete slabs. The i pool will have a, ca- 
pacity of 1,840,000 gallons of water, 
and there'will be a constant intake of 
12,500 gallons of pure' water every 
hour. The water supply will be fur- 
nished from Cane creek and will pass 
through a modern Altering plant be- 
fore it enters the pool. There are also 
several springs of clear, cool water 
adjoning the filtering plant which will 
also flow into the pool. It is so sit- 
uated that the sunshine will reach the 
water from .sunrise until sundown. A 
boardwalk four feet wide will com- 
pletely girdle the pool. 
_• 


The bath house is 24 feet wide atid 


100. 
feet long ,and contains 114 rooms 
and lockers. It is also equipped with 
shower baths at 
each 
end of the 
building, one end for the use of the 
laiaie's 
- and : the".-other for 
the 
men. 
Th*re will also, be separate place for 
the ladies and the men to enter the 
pool. A side porch extending the en- 
tire length of the bathhouse on ths 
side next to the pool, and a grand- 
stand that will accorrmiodate several 
hundred people is provided. An ex- 
perienced lifeguard will be employed, 
thus minimizing danger of drowning 
while bathing in the. pool. 


A spacious dancing pavilion 30 feet 
wide by 70 feet long will" accommo- 
date oO^couples. Places are provided 
with^-seats for those who wish to look 
on. arid" for the couples to rest" be-- 
tween the dances. A number of rustic 
benches will be provided to take care 
of .several hundred people. 
A piano 
room and bandsfanH are located rat 
one,end of the building and concerts 
will be rendered ' on 'evenings when 
there is rid danctng. Mr. Rodgers has 
not decided whether he will bring in 
a professional 
band or 
organize a 


band of his own. Anyway provision 
will be made for plenty of good music. 
A modern electric lighting plant 


will be installed, also a restaurant and 
cold drink stand. A large, level field 
has been set 
aside 
for a parking 


ground, and a safld clay driveway will 
encircle the entire park. 
A rustic 
Japanese bridge will connect the bath- 
house and dancing pavilion. 


This park is five miles southeast of 


Danville, just off the old Milton-Dan- 
ville highway, on a lOd acre tract of 
land owned bv Mr. Rodgers. It is a 
place well-suited 
for a 
park, as it 
abounds in hills and Valleys and is 
surrounded by plenty of shade trees. 
When it has been properly graded, 
turfed and grassed, it will be one of 
the most 
"beautiful 
spots in tliis

were stricken with tho dlsta.se. It 
was noted that their number did not 
Include a single poison employed in 
the section handling chlorine This 
fact w«us brought to the attention of 
General Fries and as a result Col.

found ^specially effective In cases of 
whooping cough. 
"With a machine 
which our ex- 
perts have perfected," he said, "chl- 
orine may be turned looee in a -room 
or auditorium with perfect safety to 
destruction of German wjiich might 
cause an epidemic The very places, 
which hav ebeen found most danger- 
ous in spreading disease, such as pub- 
lic auditoriums, churches, 
theatres 
railroad and street cars and other 
public conveyances, can now be made 
by the use of this machine, places 
for effective treatment and cure of 
clisease.

March 19.—It the 
lied* welcomed the recttptyre of Vern 
Crue and ths Hurroundlng^country by 
tho forces of tho federal government 
It wan not so with tho foreigners of 
the country 


The foreigner owns 93 per cent, of 
all business—the 
stores, 
factories, 


hotelg and other induetries. 


If the Mexican owns anything, it 


Is usually a little «tnnil set up in the 
street, or a squalid store whose stock 
would not total $100 In value 
Every foreigner to whom I talk- 


ed, and they were many, from frac- 
tory owners to ranchers, had noth- 
ing but good words for the rebel 
forces who held the town for over 
two months 


Under the rebel regime, the activi- 
ties of the Reds wer estrictly sup- 
pressed. 
Protection, of both human 


and property rights were fully guar- 
anteed. 


One man who has managed a large 
sugar plantation for years told me 
that not since the downfall of Diaz 
had hp been able to work as satis- 
factorily as he had under the iebel« 
brief sway 
There had been no labor troubles, 


on his plantation, for there had been

Pure Milk In Cities. 


In the large cities milk lias become 


a safe food. The heath commissioner 
of Chicago says that no form of con- 
tagion has been traced to milk in Chi- 
cago since 1916. In reporting to the 
International Association of "Dairy and 
Milk inspectors in 1923, Dr. G. K. 
Cooke said: 
'Absence of any reports of epidemic 


disease traced 
to pasteurized milk 


speaks highly for the present day ef- 
ficiency of commercial pasteurization 
as a public health safeguard." 


t>r Cooke was the chairman of a 


committee appointed 
to imestigate 


milk borne disease. 
The committee 


,jva.s rcportirgj^pn' cond.uons found in 
%S cities haMttg a total population of 
18,000.000. These were cities of more 
than 50 000 inhabitants. 


In the investigation the committee 


got track of three rather good sized 
mils-borne epidemics, but pasteuriz- 
i d milk was not the cause of either. 
One -was an epidemic of septic sore 
throat In which there were 487 cases 
and 22 deaths. 
It was spread by 


milk from a high-grade source of law 
milk. 
The two other were typhoid 


epidemics. 
Neither was extensive. 


Both were charged to raw milk- The 
committee tried to find out if there 
was a parallel 
between the 
curves 


showing bacterial counts in the milk, 
deaths of babies under one, and deaths 
of babies from diarrhoea. This study 
was unsatisfactory. 
It did not show 


that the baby death rate went up and 
down as the a\erage bacterial count 
of the milk went up affiJ down. 


Cities having an average milk bac- 


terial count «£ 15.00 -had. a babp death 
rate of about 50. while those with an 
average count of over 100,000 had an 
average baby death rate of about 85. 
But all wore agreed that the study of 
baby sickness 
did not show 
very 


much. 


The same meeting received a re- 


port of the committee on pasteuriza- 
tion made by Dr. AV. H. Price. This
